TRIAL ON MONDAY.

the trial of Jett and White will be 
called on Monday morning.

torneys are now in consultation re- 
garding county from which th-e jury is 
to he selected.

CREED REVISION. 


Vote Was Unanimous in General Assembly--Protests, 


Submitted But Were Thrown Out-The 


Color Question Referred. 


Los Angeles, 
Cal., May 
29—The 


Presbyterian church of the 
United 


States in general asesmbly by unani- 
mous vote adopted the revision of the 
confession of faith as prepared by the 
committee appointed by the General 
Assembly in 1901. The "Tennesse ov- 
erture," in regard to "separate Presby- 
teries in the same territory," which 
was commonly known as the "colored 
question" of the Presbyterian church, 
was referred to a committee 
on Di- 


vorce and Re-marriage was adopted. 
Several minor reports also were heard 
during the day. 


Protests from Lehigh and from St. 


Cloud presbyteries were thrown out by 
vote. 


Dr. Van Dyke then proceeded with 


the report of the Revision Committee. 
He read the detailed vote on each of 
the 11 overtures which showed that 
no one overture had 
received more 


than 10 negative votes. The overtures 
were voted on seriatim and adopted.. 
But one voice in the negative 
was 


heard, and this was only on overtures 
5, 6 and 7. 


A declaratory( statement,-which pre- 


cedes the changes in the confession 
of faith was read and a'dopted by the 
assembly, as follows: 


"While the ordination vow of minis- 


ters, ruling elders and deacons, as set 
forth in the form of government, re- 
quires the reception or adoption of the 
confession of faith only as containing 
the system of doctrine taught in the 
Holy Scriptures, nevertheless, seeing 
that the desire has been formally ex- 
pressed for a disavowal by the church 
of certain inferences drawn from state- 
ments in the confession of faith, and 


also for a declaration of certain as- 
pects of revealed truth which appear 
at the present time to call for more ex- 
plicit statement, therefore, the Presby- 
terian church in the United States ot 
America does authoritatively declare 
as follows (then follows the text of 
changes in the confession of faith): 


By the adoption of il overtures im- 


portant additions, amplifications and 
amendments are made to the articles 
of the Confession of Faith. 


Infant damnation is ousted from the 


creed in the following words: 


"That, concerning 
those who are 


saved in Christ, the doctrine of God's 
eternal decree is held in harmony with 
the doctrine of hiis love to all mankind. 


,* * That it is not to be regarded 


as teaching that any who die in infancy 
are included in the election of grace 
and are 
regenerated and saved by 


Christ ,through the Spirit, who works 
where and how He pleases." 


For Section 6, Chapter XXV., of the 


Confession of Faith, the following Is 
substituted: . "The Cord Jesus Christ 
is the only head of the church, and the 
claim of any man to be the vicar of 
Christ and the head of the church is 
unscriptural, without warrant in fact. 
and is an usurpation dishonoring to 
the Lord Jesus Christ." ' 


Three additional chapters are added 


to the confession concerning the "Love 
of God for all men, missions and holy 
spirr?.'' 


At the conclusion of the reading of 


the report Dr. Van Dyke spoke briefly 
on the changes incorporated therein. 


The "colored question" was referred 


to a committee while the report on di- 
vorce and re-marriage was promptly 
adopted.

WORK ON SHIPS 


BOUND 
SOUTH- FROM MEMPHIS. 


This is the Last Day Set by "Phophet- 


ess" for the Destruction of Pine 


Bluff; Ark. 


Memphis, Tenn., ' May 29 — Violent 


storms and heavy rains were In evi- 
dence all over thi$ vicinity yesterday 
and had the effect of increasing the 
anxiety already displayed by thousans 
ct" superstitious black and white people 
who have followed the prophecy of the 
negress, Ellen Burkett Jefferson, who 
predicted that Pine Bluff, Ark., would 
be destroyed by a>«yclone before mid- 
night tonight. 


Report from Pine Bluff is to the ef- 


fect that about 6,000 colored men, -wo- 
men and children have deserted the 
city. The streets ajre almost bereft of 
negroes, and in hotels and restaurants 
many complaints* are made by guests 
who cannot get watted on for lack of 
servants.

written in Pine Bluff and Little Rock 
since the negress predicted destruc- 
tion for the city 1a- said to be greater 
than the number written shortly after 
the St. Louis cyclone. 


The Iron Mountain railroad has plac- 


ed extra 
coaches

ample accommoda- 


tions for those that wanted to get out. 


The effect of the prophecy has been 


felt -in Memphis. Groups of negroes 
were seen standing 
about near the 


wliarf all day discussing the forecasts 
of the prophetess in subdued tones. 


The scare of the local colored pop- 


ulation affects the steamboat men, as 
the roustabouts refused to work Wed- 
nesday. Another packet, loaded and 
ready to clear from her moorings, was 
compelled to wait for a crew to take 
her out. 
The negroes- would not ship 


for love or money -The Lucille Now- 
land finally steered for 
the panic 


stricken city on the Arkansas river af- 
ter having been delayed in Memphis 
for over 24 hours.

As Well as Bribery Now Charged Against U. S. Postal 


Of f icial.-Anothtr's Name is New Added to the 


List-Post Office Scandal. 


is no further startling disclosures in 
the 
Postoffice 
department scandal. 


Postmaster General Payne intimates 
that another development will soon b« 
forthcoming. He says that a charge 
that George \V. Beavers, of Brooklyn, 
N. Y. until recently the chief of the 
division of salaries 
and 
allowances, 


had profited by certain contracts while 
he was in office, is being investigated. 
The Postmaster 
Gtneral said the in 


spectors, who are working under the 
direction of Fourth Assistant Postmas- 
ter General Bristow, are getting '"hot- 
ter" in their search for evidence and it j 
:s an open secret at the department 
that the Postmaster General expects 
resu -S along this line in a short time. 


Mr. Beavers resigned his position 


about two months ago, just as the in- 
vestigation began. Since then his of- 
fice has been undergoing a very rigid 
investigation, and nearly ever contract 
which he entered into has been scru- 
tinized with 
the greatest care. 
Up- 


wards of $20,000,000 annuallly is appio- 
priated for the maintenance of the sal- 
aries and allowances division,_ and op- 
portunities for "graft" are numerous. 
Ever since his resignation Mr. Beav- 
ers has been under the surveillance of 
postotlice inspectors. 


It is but fair to say in Mr Beaver's 


behalf that, while allegations have 
been made agaisnt him with the de- 
partment, thus far they have not been 
substantiated. 


It is said to be possible that the in- 


termediary who it is alleged, figured in 
the transactions which led to the arrest 
of Machen may turn state's evidence. 
His idnetity has not yet been disclosed. 


Mr. Machen's counsel has issued a 


statement asserting his ability to' dis- 
prove all the charges. The Government 
is anxious to expedite the trial of Ma- 
chen and is arranging to have its wit- 
nesses at Machen's preliminary hear- 
ing June 5. The preliminary hearing 
of the Groff brothers, the 
profits of 


whose firm Machen is accused of shar- 
ing on a forty per cent basis, has been 
set for June 9. 


Postmaster General Payne was ask- 


ed as to the nature of the charges on 
file against Beavers. He repiied that 
they might be summed up .as the pay- 
ment of extravagant prices for mater- 
ials. 
He said there was only one 


charge—that Mr. Beavers had receiv- 
ed a commission on these supplies. 
This charge, ho said, is under investi- 
gation. 


The Salaries and Allowance division 


is now in chaige of a former Assist- 
ant superintendent who is a veteran in- 
spector. The investigation of the free 
delivery division has not been inter- 
rupted by the arrest of Machen. Post-' 
master General Payne today said that 
one of the charges under investigation 
was on allegation that Machen 
had 


forged the name of another man on an 
official paper about 10 years ago. Ho 
said that Machen- knew of this charge 
and that Machen had said that he was 
ready at any time to firing proof that 
ho was innocent of the transaction.

Her manner 
of delivery held 
the 


breathless attention of Judge, jury and 
spectators. 


Frequently she rose to her feet in 


the witness box andjn a tragic voice 
pointed out the prisoner as one of the 
three men who helped to kill her sis- 
ter, and who so murderously assaulted 
her. 


Looking straight 
into Ben Wade's 


eyes, and only a few feet away from 
him, 
Johanna Sullivan went through 


the gestures and motions of the men 
swinging ihi, clubs and showing how 
they delivered the deadly blows. 


With a short stick in her hands she 


showed how the men began the attack 
on her and her sister, and then, tear- 
ing up a piece of cloth into strips, she 
showed how the murderers gagged and 
tied the feet and hands of .herself and 
her murdered sister Kate. 


In a dramatic manner she told how 


two men, who, she says, were Al Wade 
and Ben Landis, burst through the 
door and into the house with clubs and, 
while Al Wade attacked her sister, 
Landis clubbed her (Johanna). 
She 


told how Kate was. worsting the big 
man, 
Al Wade, when the latter called 


for help, and the man on the outside 
also came in and attacked Kate with 
a club. 


"And 
the other man came in the 


door," said the witness, repeating it, 
"and ttoere he is," pointing her finger 
at Ben Wade, and the witness paused, 
while her blue eyes pierced itno the 
very depths of Wade's 
optics.

an awful ordeal df prisoner and wit 
ness in optical contest, as though try- 
ing to charm or hynotize one another.

found the specific microbe of the dis- 
ease under consideration. ' It seemed 
that the big corpuscles were devouring 
the poisonous microbes.

the number taken up by a corpuscle 
was too great, and 4t died as a result. 
If this overcoming of the white cor- 
puscles b3~ the microbes was general 
the patient died.
